WILL SUBMIT PLANS. 


Three proposals, all hinging on various plans for adjusting 


the employes seniority rights, will be submitted, it was stated, 
to the executives meeting in New York Tuesday and an em- 
ployes' conference in Chicago to be arranged by B. M. Jewel!, 
the •shopmen's leader. 


WAIVE SENIORITY. 


One of the proposals according to those who claimed to 


have information of the president's suggestion, would be for 
the railroads to waive the seniority question and take all strik- 
ers back to work. 


Another was said to be to give "loyal" men who have re- 


mained at work prior seniority rights over strikers, and the 
third was for separate adjustment of seniority disputes by each 
road with its own employes through joint committees to be 
appointed.

kitchen. Most of the hauling is done 
with automobile trucks which dump 


the rock and Band in piles a dozen 
feet high.

formerly done by men with trowels. 


The road building attracts a lot of 


visitors from the surrounding towns 
and the country and the workmen 
had a crowd of visitors 
watching 


them each day.

ers is a traitor to this countrv," de- 
clared M. J. Berry of Chicago, grand 
vice-president of blacksmiths' union 
in a forecful talk to almost 1,000 peo- 
ple gathered m a mass meeting in tie 
high 
school 
auditorium 
Thursday 


afternoon to hear told the shopmen's 
side of the strike story. "The shop 
crafts have .never violated one single 
ruhng of the labor board whereas 
the railroads have- many times" 


The meeting opened with a piano 


sclo by Mrs Albert Owen and a bass 
srjo by Ernest Felton, one of the 
siiopmen, and both were greatly en- 
joyed Chairman A D. Mercer intro- 
duced Prank K. Lee general chair- 
man of the "U'abash federated crafts, 
from Moberly, who made a short talk 
on conditions on the "R abash and he 
then introduced the principal speaker, 
Mr Berrj. At the close of the meet- 
ing, Commissioner Alex Van Praa? 
made a short talk ard told a few 
funn> stories 


SAYS THEY ACTED LIKE MEN. 
"Bovs, I want to tell 5 ou, that vou 


have disappointed the railroad offic- 
ials." eaid the city commissioner 
"They wanted you to go out and cre- 
ate a lot of trouble and disturbances 
all over this country 
so that the 


public would turn against vou but 
>ou fooled them and >ou disappointed 
them You have acted like men and 
acting that wav alwajs wins" 


The talk by Mr Berry proved just 


as interesting to those who itood up 
in the rear of the hall throughout 
the speech as to those seated com- 
fortably, as he presented a chron- 
ological story of the shopmen s griev- 
ance 


'During the war," he said, "rail- 


road shopmen did not draw as great 
a rate of pay as men in the same 
skilled trade in otner industries The 
bovs then felt thev were being treat- 
ed unfairlv but the nar was on and 


they declared they would stick to 
their post to help the country s cause 
along 


ONLY ONE INCREASE 


"Not until July, 1920, did the labor 


board ever hand down a decision giv- 
ing us an increase in pay and that 
is the only Increase we "were ever 
given by the board. That amounted 
to thirteen cents an hour and still 
did not bring us up to the rate of 
pay that men were getting in out- 
side industries. 


INCREASED RATES. 


"At this same time, the Interstate 


Commerce Commission was preparing 
to hand out an increase in freight 
rates that would add one Milton dol- 
lars a year to the railroad Income 
Just as soon as the commission heaid 
that the labor board was allowing 
us an increase of $600,000 in wages, 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
had another session and boosted the 
freight rates another $600,000 making 
a total o£ 51,600 000,000 to the rail- 
roads 


LOST RULES 


'President Harding had not been 


in office long until he called in the 
chairman of the labor board What 
he told the chairman, we have never 
been told. But it was only a few 
dajs later when he called in Mr .Jew- 
ell, 
president or thb Railway Em- 


ployes department oi the American 
Federation o£ Labor, and told him 
that the National agreement had to 
be done awa> with and if the rail- 
road men opposed such action, ha 
would use the necessary force to 
make us accept the change 


"And then it was not long until 


the labor board ordered the national 
agreement done away with and told 
ns to make separate agreements with 
our roads 
The officials that went 


in the \arious conferences with their 
men o\cr the country had pre\ious 
instructions from the order o£ rail- 
•iwn executives as to just what rules 
to gne us and Mhat rules not to 
give us The result was that we lost 
some lules that -we had enjoyed lor 
more than twenty years and e\en 
before we had organized labor among 
our shop crafts. 


TV ANT SUNDAY TREE 


' "For instance, one of these rules 
was taking away from us time and 
one-fourth or time and one-hall for 
Sunday work. In other words they 
could call on us to work on Sundays 
as on any other day without extra 
pay 111 submit it to you that any 
man is entitled to spend his Sundays 
at home with his family and to go 
to worship his God if he sees fit 


"Just as long as organized labor 


lives, we will never give up our de- 
mand for such a right and further- 
more if the railroads or most of them 
saw fit to give us that right before 
we were really organized more than 
twenty years ago, why should it now 
be taken away from us 


CUT IN PAY. 


"A few months after 
this 
action, 


President Harding again called In the 
head of the labor board and shortly 
after that conference we were noti- 
fied by railroads that they wanted to 
cut our pay

Bavaria is recognized as the cen- 


ter of royalist and reactionary en- 
terprise in the new 
republic 
and 


Americans with a true 
spirit of 


democracy would regret exceedingly 
to see the new German republic over- 
thrown by those in sympathy with 
tha old militaristic, pompous, back 
numbered Hohenzollern regime. 


Friends of real democracy would 


regret to see the present German re- 
public overthrown. 
TVhils the Ger- 


man people, after centuries of mon 
archial forms may not take easily 
and naturally to a government in 
which they are themselves a part 
nevertheless this attitude of person- 
al responsibility and personal rights 
will become gradually established as 
the democratic form of government 
continues to function. 


While Americans ^warred against 


th-> German militaristic idea of gov- 
erning by force and force alone this

By Fear of Coal Famine 


Manufacturers Put on Brakes—Administration De- 


termined That Adjusting Shall Be Permanent. 


By Mark Sullivan. 


Washington, D. C., July 28.—Any- 


body who has access to expressions of 
public feeling throughout \the country 
must be aware that there is Just be- 
ginning a rising tide of apprehen- 
sion, more acute than before, on the 
part of manufacturer! and other busi- 
nessmen as to the possibility and ef- 
fects of a really serious coal famine 


It is said among other things that 


this psychological factor has slowed 
down or halted the business activity 
which was just getting' momentum 
This apprehension is accompanied by 


disposition to maka dubious queries 


as to whether the administration has 
handled Its relation to the coal strike 
in the best Imaginable way. 


HOOVER KNEW IT. 


If you were to give a single answer 


to this question, It would probably 
be that Mr. Hoover for more than a 
year has foreseen that this situation 
was coming, has looked forward to 
it and has put an immense amount of 
work himself, besides that of his de- 
partment, Into preparedness for It. 


The mere fact that there was no 


arge a degree of preparedness on tho 
part of the government to handle the 
situation justifies the gjness that It 
would have been difficult to do better 
than has been done 


KEPT HANDS OFF. 


Of course it_might as well be ad- 


mitted that the government had kept 
out of the situation, and merely an- 
nounced that It would at no time take 
any hand In the strike except to 
maintain order if the government had 
taken that attitude probably more 
coal would be coming out of the 
mines today than is now the case. 


PRODUCTION WAS PAIR. 


At the moment President Harding 


called for abritratlon the production 
of non-union mines was Increasing 
dally. More-over, the price of coal 
was reaching a -point that made It 
irofltable and tempting for the oper- 


ators to open their mines, pay any 
wages the miners asked and pasi the 
bill on the public In the shape ot 
an Increased price for coal. 
- 


But It has become a part of the 


public policy of the country that the 
federal government shall take notice 
of coal strikes and cave the public 
both from the scarcity of coal and 
from the high prices involved In auch 
strikes, "it may or may not be-good 
policy, but it is overwhelmingly as- 
sented to, 
, 


\ 
OLD FASHIONED VIEW. , 


The number of people has become 


very small who hold old fashioned 
viewe about the constitution, or that 
there is In the constitution neither au- 
thority nor obligation for the executive 
department 
of 
the government to 


guarantee a comfortable winter. 


About the only conspicuous man In 


public life who still holds these old 
fashioned Jeffer&onian and Jackson- 
Ian views about the limitations of the 
constitution is Senator Reed of Mis- 
souri and any one who believes that 
Harding should have kept himself 
out ot the coal strike ought also to 
hope that Jim Reed will win In the 
Missouri primaries next Tuesday.

PREVENT RECURRENCE. 


Having determined to Intervene It 


is evident the administration determ- 
ined to do it thoroughly. It is evi- 
dent now, and will be more apparent 
later on, that the administration Is go- 
inig to/try not only to cure the pres- 
ent situation but to take steps which 
will prevent the recurrence of It In 
future years, that Is wJiat the\Whlt« 
House talk of guaranteeing to the 
miners at least 280 days of work a 
year means. 


DARING PROCEDURE. 


It is a daring thing to do, to go be- 


yond preaant emergency and dig Into 
the deepest fundamentals of the coal 
b«atnea> at a moment of >uch chaos 
as the praient. It la the more daring 
w1>«n additional complexity la given to 
the altuatlon by the concurrent rail- 
road a trlke. 


It would be much almpler, and the 


cbancea of easy auecesa would be 
greater, If the adminlatratlon confined 
itself to the emergency only, and let 
the larger matter await a time of leu 
difficult conditions. 


PARTIES UNWILLING. 


But the thing Hoover has learned 


during the past year is that when 
things are going relatively smoothly, 
the various parties interested are un- 
willing to take the necessary steps 
for the permanent stabilizing of the 
industry. 
, 


It Is w*ll knawn that for many 


months Hoover has had a thought out 
plan that goes to the heart of the In- 
dustry., 
He has urged It on the 


parties Interested, but they have been 
unwilling. 


PERMANENT CURE. 


The present emergency gives the 


government Its chance to put the per- 
manent cure into effect. What the 
details of this plan for permanent 
stabilizing of the coal industry may 
be ar« not known. 


From such hints aa come out of the 


White House, one would guess that 
there would be on the part of the 
operators, a guarantee to the miners 
of a minimum number days work in 
a year and that the operators may 
be permitted under government scrut- 
iny, to form regional co-operative 
selling agencies, somewhat like the 
farmers co-operative assoolations that 
have been so beneficial both to the 
farmers and the consumers. 


CERTAIN LEGISLATION. 


Doubtless there will be-a certain 


amount of legislation by congress sim- 
ilar to thai passed during the present 
session, relating to the packing in- 
dustry and to grain exchanges. 


If tho administration succeds In 


compelling the partleg^concerned to 
assent to Its plan for stabilizing the 
coal Industry we may have gotten some 
permanent profit out of the present 
strike, not only in the shape of free- 
dom from future strikes, but also In 
the shape of lower and more stable 
prices for coal and an Immense sav- 
ing of the waste of labor of capital 
and of natural resources Inherent in 
the coal industry as It now is.

ALLEN EXAMINES BOY. 


Ch.ief Allen said that his examina-

"I was simply trying to stop the

hurt."

Several men standing: on the east

According to Eorward 
Keene, Mr. Post looked at the boys 
a second and then said: "Here," Up- 
on saying this he struck the smaller 
boys with his cane.
